WORLD’S WONDER. — It was originally 
intended to complete the state-house at Al- 
bany, N. Y., with an outlay of $4,000,000; but, 
already, $18,593,000 has been expended, while it 
is estimated that $2,251,000 more will be needed. 
It is expected to complete it within three years. 
A building that will cost $20,814,000 ought to be 
one of the world’s wonders, architecturally, and it 
is said it will be. 





NEW REPUBLIC.—It is quite possible that 
Brazil is to be dismembered. Its second 
largest province is in revolt, and as it lies beyond 
a mountain barrier in the western central portionn 
of the republic, it will be a matter of extreme 
difficulty to bring it into subjection. A force of 
5,000 men are marching against the province, but 
it would seem as if a force five times as great 
would have no easy task. . The population hardly 
exceeds 60,000 souls, but this should suffice for an 
army of 10,000 men, and at home, as they would 
be, they should have little trouble in conquering 
their invaders. The revolutionists are defiant, 
and seem to be in earnest, and we predict their 
success. The revolting province is about the 


center of the continent, east and west, and ad-| 


joins Bolivia on the east and Paraguay on the 
north. It hasan area of 668,655 square miles, 
being nearly ten times the size of our New Eng- 
land, or as large as Belgium, France, Spain, Italy, 
Greece, and European Turkey combined. The 
new republic has taken for its name Transatlanica, 
and envoys, asking recognition, have been sent to

| Bolivia, Paraguay, and Argentina. The recogni- 
ition will quite likely be granted, as the smaller 
republics are quite jealous of the broad dimen- 
sions of Brazil. The new republic established, 
Brazil would be reduced one-fifth in size, and 
would also have lost one of its richest provinces. 
The map of South America will probably witness 
many changes in its boundaries, yet. 





OMANISM REBUKED.—We are glad to 
see any movement among the nations, on 

the line of separation between church and state. 
The nations have suffered more from the union, 
doubtless, than from almost any other evil, and 
among the nations which have suffered most 
France takes a chief place. But France is awak- 
ening to a sense of her peril, and is beginning to 
throw off the yoke. We are glad for her. The 
world should clap its hands in cheer to her. She 
is on the royal road to liberty and higher honor. 
Romanism has had its hand on the throat of 
France for generations, but its hold is relaxing, 
from the growing strength and courage of the 
state. The Roman prelates of the nation are 
under pay from the treasury of the state, and yet, 
while feeding from the public crib, have defiantly, 


5|in some instances, anatlrematized the govern- 


ment that nourished them. Six of these prel- 
ates have been recently deprived of their 
salaries on the ground of treasonable conduct. 
There will be howling in Rome, but we trust that 
the state will not heed the howls or recede from 
its honorable position. Let the war goon. The 
government is in the saddle, and the people are 
with the government. France is far less Roman 
than she was. 





VAM an IS MARCHING ON.—Politically, 

woman is marching toward the front. We 
are glad her face is turned that way. The ballot 
should not be an agency in the hand of man alone. 
If woman may use her Bible in the sacred desk 
as a preacher, and even the law book as a barrister 
before all the courts of the Nation, why may she 
not, with safety and propriety, use the ballot at 
the polls? It is said the polling places have been 
too foul to justify the presence of woman. But 
the character of such centers would have changed 
long ago had woman been there, ballot in hand. 
Americans are gallant, if nothing more. But the 
polling places are being improved, and no longer 
can they be called foul. The Australian system 
of voting brings one into the refinement of a 
drawing-room. There is nothing in the least de- 
gree forbidding, now, to woman’s presence, even 
if she be as refined as an angel. In Kansas mu- 
nicipal elections, woman votes; in many of the 
states, in school election, she votes. In England 
she votes limitedly; in Iceland as freely as the 
men do, and in our own Wyoming, an area one- 
half larger than all New England, woman votes 
as freely as man. At the Minneapolis conven- 
tion, two ladies will appear as delegates from this 
new western state. We hope the Chicago con- 
vention will be honored by Wyoming in a similar 
manner. Give the ballot to woman, say we. We 
know of no three persons that could vote more 
intelligently than our mother, our wife, and our 
daughter; singularly, their ballots would go to 
three parties. 








HE CAPITOL A WHISKY CENTER. — 
The most beautiful building in America is 
our own national Capitol. Toward it all Ameri- 
cans look with pride, and the whole world with 
feelings of admiration and honor. But there are 
blots on the building—not, perhaps, in its archi- 
tecture, painting, or statuary, but in some of the 
uses to which the massive building is put. Two 
saloons are run within the building. Under the 
dome of the Capitol, that crown of unequalled 
architecture which seems hardly less than the 
crown of the Nation itself, liquors in all forms are 
freely sold for the accommodation of the great 
men commissioned to make our laws. If our 
statesmen can not get along without whisky be- 
tween meals they would better take their bottles 
along, or, what would be infinitely better, leave 
themselves at home. The Nation does not need 
drunkards for law-makers, nor men who are seek- 
ing to transform themselves into drunkards. 
Moreover, the Nation’s highest legislature is offer- 
ing gravest insults to the moral and Christian 
people of America, in prostituting any portion of 
our common Capitol to a use so base as the sale of 
intoxicants involves. Not until we can wash our 
Capitol of the polluting stench of rum, can we 
hope to see much progress in the national legisla- 
tion against intemperance. By law of Congress, 
the sale of liquor is prohibited in the Capitol 
building, and yet, Congress as a body defiantly 
violates the law of its own creation. 





HE RUSSIAN FAMINE. — The famine- 
stricken people of Russia are lifted out of 
their crisis, and the hand of America needs be 
no longer extended to them. We have done the 
sufferers of Russia a great deal of good. We 
have carried them food, clothing, and fuel, and 
have done far more than all other nations com- 
bined to bring relief to the sadly-stricken homes 
of a distant nation. No famine in modern times 
has compared with that of Russia, and had it oc- 
curred a generation earlier, the suffering would 
have been far more intense, and the deaths from 
sheer starvation perhaps a hundred-fold greater. 
As it is, many thousand deaths have come from 
the famine, through the want of food, fuel, cloth- 
ing, and houses, added to the diseases that have 
been born of the privations. Our offerings may 
have reached from three to five million dollars, 
and while this sum has saved thousands, yet it has 
only penetrated the borders of want. Russia has 
expended $75,000,000 for supplies, besides remit- 
ting taxes, and furnishing employment to tens of 
thousands. No nation has ever shown such a hu- 
mane hand toward its own sufferers. The area of 
want was immense, being ten times as great as 
New York, and of the 60,000,000 of people in- 
habiting the region, one-half would have perished 
without help. All honor to Russia for her hu- 
manity to her own starving peasants. It would 
be blessed, if her spirit could ever be one of sym- 
pathy and helpfulness to all her subjects. We 
would praise her virtues, while we would fault her 
vices.

“WHAT DOEST THOU HERE, 
ELIJAH ?” 

This question was put to the great 
prophet of Israel twice as he was in 
the cave which he had chosen in 
Horeb, the mount of God, whither he 
had fled for refuge after his contest 
with the adherents of idolatry. He 
was now in a state of great discour- 
agement and trial, for the excitement 
of public duty being passed, he was 
left to his own reflections upon the 
apostasy of his nation from the wor- 
ship and service of their God. The 
prophet’s discouragement was nat- 
ural, but it was without just cause. 
The people’s apostasy was sad, but it 
was not so bad as he feared. He be- 
lieved and said that he was left alone ; 
but the answer of God was that he 
had reserved to himself seven thou- 
sand men who had not bowed the 
knee to Baal or kissed his image. 
Elijah was not the first, and he has 
not proved to be the last faithful 
servant of God who has indulged in 
the luxury of despondency, in in- 
terims of rest, amid the great work 
of life. Seeing what ought to be, 
in contrast with what is, they feel in 
the heat of desire that they have ac- 
complished nothing, but with such 
desponding souls there may abide an 
assurance that results are better than 
their fears. The cause of religion is 
the cause of God, and he is more 
deeply interested in its progress than 
any of his servants can possibly be. 
He has shown his interest in various 
ways, and by unmistakable methods. 
In nature, through his providence, 
and by direct revelation God has 
spoken to men. The whole Jewish 
economy was of divine appointment, 
and the bringing in of the Christian 
dispensation with its fuller manifes- 
tation of truth, was effected by the 
coming of the Son of God, the word 
made flesh, and dwelling among men. 
All. through the ages God has 
watched over the cause of truth fcr 
good. He did so during the Jewish 
age, and he has done so no less ef-

fectually during the present dispen- 
sation, so that the words of Jesus 
have proved true, “The gates of 
hades shall not prevail against it.” 
At times the cause of true religion 
has seemed desperate; but it has 
ever risen triumphant over all ad- 
verse influences and agencies. 

One reason why good men become 
discouraged is that from over-anxiety 
they induce nervous exhaustion. In- 
tensity of effort and of responsibility 


was the case with Elijah after his 
heroic bearing of himself on Mount 
Carmel in the presence of the hosts 
of idolaters. Good men, and espe- 
cially ministers who are called to de- 
vote their chief thought and atten- 
tion to the interests of righteousness, 
are ever liable to experiences of this 
kind. The very earnestness of good 
men render them liable to over-anx- 
iety. Menengaged in the specific work 
of moral reform are in danger from 
this source. Then all men are more 
or less partial and imperfect in their 
views. They see what is before them, 
and imagine what they see is the 
whole truth. The seven thousand 
faithful and true ones who live in re- 
tirement they overlook. But with 
all these things, if there were more 
entire faith in God and truth there 
would be less discouragement among 
good people. 

Duty evidently requires of us no 
abatement of zeal for the cause of re- 
ligion. Elijah had possessed no 
more zeal, and had shown no more 
fidelity, than he ought. The inter- 
ests at stake were very great, and 
Israel needed a prophet to stand firm 
for the worship of the true God. We 
need, however, to guard against the 
danger which is exemplified in the 
experience of this valiant servant of 
God, the re-action from a high ten- 
sion of courage toa state of depres- 
sion and sadness. When such times 
of discouragement come to one, he 
should reflect upon the grounds of 
confidence which are afforded by all 
that has been experienced of divine 
mercy and faithfulness and so con- 
clude that things are not so bad as 
they seem to the anxious heart. And 
let things be ever so bad, every 
faithful Christian may rest in the as- 
surance that there is required of him 
only to perform his duty and to leave 
results. Men who bear responsibil- 
ity are apt to feel at length that the 
whole interests of the cause for which 
they have labored rest upon their 
shoulders. 

Such a trustful mode of working 
conduces to peace of mind. One need 
not cease to feel deeply and work 
faithfully for the interests of the 
cause of God and humanity; but an 
abiding trust will keep the soul at 
rest. Efficiency will thus be in- 
creased, because one’s faculties of 
body, mind, and heart will be kept 
in their best condition for service. 
While in his cave in dejection of 
spirits, the prophet was poorly pre- 
pared for service had service been re- 


| quired. One’s influence is helped by. 


the prevalence of a spirit of trust. 


Christians who never indulge in reli- 
gious spleen, but possess their souls 
in patience, give a stronger testimony 
for truth than they can give by any 
active endeavor without this grace of 
trustful reliance. The lesson of this 
history may be applied to personal 
experience in prosecuting the Chris- 
tiancourse. There will be hindrances, 
but never causes for despair. So as 
to the local interests of religion and 
virtue in one’s own church and com- 
munity. There was never a place 
where discouragements did not exist ; 
but Christians need not despair if 
they trust in him whom they serve 
and honor.

“WHY GO YE ABOUT TO KILL 

ME?—WHO GOETH ABOUT 
TO KILL THEE?” 

Jesus directs the. question to a 
murderous mob of Jews. He had 
held their sins up before them, and 
made them so real that they saw but 
one way of stopping the exposure and 
getting revenge, and that was by 
killing him. They were not aware of 
the knowledge that Jesus had of their 
intentions, and we can only imagine 
their surprise when he asked the 
question, “Why go ye about to kill 
me?” ‘The correct answer would 
have been, “Because your deeds are 
good and ours are evil.” But rather 
than tell the truth they feign surprise, 
and ask, “Who goeth about to kill 
thee?” The effect was to kill, not 
only the body, but his influence, his 
character, his words, his work, and 
by making a clean sweep they would 
kill the cause of Christ and kill the 
Church that he had established. This 
was an astounding charge for Christ 
to prefer, but he was justifiable be- 
cause he knew it was true; he saw 
their intentions. We look at them 
as murderers, for they were intent on 
his destruction, but as this was an 
event of long ago, we look at it as 
such and fail to apply it to the pres- 
ent. 

But “how can we apply this to the 
present when Jesus is not here for 
man to kill?” Killing the body is of 
little consequence. But God deliver 
me from the murder of the name, 
character, influence, word, works, and 
enjoyment of the soul. Shakespeare 
speaks a truth when he says in sub- 
stance: “He that steals my money 
steals trash, but he that steals my 
good name takes that which does him 
no good, but makes me poor indeed.” 
Therefore I conclude that we can 
murder and never drive a spike or 
say one word against the Christ. A 
human law says the man whose 
hands are red, who has committed 
the overt act of murder, shall be 
punished as such. But hear the 
great Judge upon the subject of mur- 
der: “Whosoever is angry with his 
brother without a cause, shall be in 
danger of the judgment.” Matt. 
5: 22. And John, commenting 
upon this, said: “Whosoever hateth 
his brother isa murderer.” I. John 
4: 15. “But does this apply to the 
killing of Christ?” Let him answer. 
“Inasmuch as ye did it unto the 


least of these my brethren, ye have 
done it unto me.” 

Therefore we conclude that men 
can be “Christ-murderers” or parties 
in the crime, now as well as then. 
Paul, in speaking upon the subject, 
says: “Seeing they crucify to them- 
selves the Son of God afresh and put 
him to an open shame.” Heb. 6: 6. 
If I would stand and see a man mur- 
dered, when with an effort I could 
stop the hand of the assassin, in fail- 
ing to do so would I not be a party to 
the crime? I think I would. If I 
stand and hear the character of my 
brother defamed, when with one 
word in his defense I could arrest 
the tongue of the slayer of character, 
would I not be accessory to the sin? 
I think I would. But I hear one 
ask: “Who is this intended for?” I 
answer, For those who murder. 

The murderer of the body uses 
many instruments to accomplish his 
end, and so does the person who 
would do violence to Christ. Men 
kill the Son of God in the minds of 
people by professing Christianity and 
not living it. Men who profess Chris- 
tianity and will hear Christ and the 
cause slandered are guilty of a grave 
sin. That one who fails to do his 
duty in keeping the cause of Christ 
alive, is guilty of the blood of Christ. 
My mind is here led to the shameful 
abuse that Jesus was forced to bear 
when he was blindfolded and then 
smitten, and then asked, “Who 
smote thee?” I look up to a smitten 
Christ to-day, and ask, “Jesus, who 
is smiting thee? smiting with words, 
with deeds, neglect, carelessness, or 
even with a look?” I hear one say, 
“Ingersoll is smiting him more than 
any one else.” No; Mr. Ingersoll 
says, “He wasa just man, and if I 
had lived then I would have defend- 
ed him.” While it is true that he 
has not talked for Jesus, it is my 
candid opinion that he has made 
more men readers of the Bible than 
any one preacher in America. By 
his expostulations he put the pen in 
the hand of Lew Wallace, the author 
of “Ben-Hur,” that wonderful story 
that has had so many readers. No; 
the worst enemies that Christ has, or 
ever had, are those that Paul would 
call “false brethren.” But “who is 
killing him?” That one who would 
kill a church, or the good influence 
of a brother, or the religious enjoy- 
ments of any one; that one who will 
refuse to save “one of these little 
ones.” Jesus, who is it that smites 
thee? ‘Tell it out, tell it out. 

The cause of Christ is sometimes 
killed in communities by the neglect 
of pastors or by the inconsistency or 
dishonesty ofa preacher. The cause is 
sometimes killed by “church quar-

times by choir troubles; sometimes 
by slothfulness ; and—shall I say it ?— 
sometimes by stinginess. It is pogsi- 
ble.

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REV. MOSES KIDDER. 
The announcement of Bro. Kid- 


der’s death has brought pain to many | 


of the readers of the Heraup. He 
was one of God’s noblemen, and one 
of our ablest ministers. No words 
of mine can give a proper representa- 
tion of him as a Christian and a min- 
ister of the Gospel. He was pre-emi- 
nently our “silver-tongued” orator 
among Eastern preachers. Would 
that his mantle might fall upon some 
young servant of God, who might 
help to fill the vacancy caused by his 
departure from us. 

I append the account of his life, 
death, and funeral services given in 
the Vermont Standard, of Wood- 
stock, in its issue of May 12th. For 
the use of the cut, which is quite a 
good likeness of Bro. Kidder in his 
last days, Iam also indebted to the 
publisher of that paper and the kind- 
ness of Dr. Kidder, the younger son. 

“Rev. Moses Kidder died at his 
home in Woodstock on Saturday, 
May 7th, in the 75th year of his age. 
By his decease was terminated a long 
life of quiet but incessant and fruitful 
exertion for the promotion of moral 
excellence and the alleviation of sor- 
row and suffering among his fellow- 
creatures. 

“On November 14, 1817, Moses 
Kidder was born in Walpole, N. H. 
He was the third son and sixth child 
in a family of ten children of Abiah 
and Achsah (Winchester) Kidder. 
His father was born in Tewksbury, 
Mass., September 14, 1786, and at 
two years of age came to live in Wal- 
pole with his uncle, Dr. Jesseniah 
Kittridge, who was a celebrated phys- 
ician of that locality. Mr. Kidder 
attended the local schools of hisnative 
town; also the Literary and Scien- 
tific Institute, of Hancock, N. H., 
and the Hampton Falls Academy, of 
Hampton Falls, N. H. He finished 
his studies in that academy in the 
summer term of 1841, and taught 
school in Springfield, Vt., in the fol- 
lowing fall or winter. Coming to 
Woodstock in June, 1842, he began 
to preach in the Christian church, 
and was there ordained as a minister 
March 15, 1843. After his ordina- 
tion he preached a part of the time 
in connection with Elder Hazen, till 
January, 1847, when he became sole 
pastor of the church. Mr. Kidder 
married August 29, 1844, Laura, 
daughter of Rev. Jasper and Abigail 
C. (Thomas) Hazen. She was born 
in Woodstock September 30, 1822, 
and is still living at the homestead 
on Mountain Avenue. They 
four children, namely, Ella, died in 
infancy; Ellery W., a resident of} 
Woodstock, engaged in agricultural 
pursuits; Warton H., who was en- 
gaged in the railroad business, and 
who died in Council Bluffs October 7, 
1883; and Fred T., who is a success- | 


ful practicing physician in Wood-|

“In one month more Mr. Kidder’s 
connection with the church here 
would have spanned a full half ini 


tively or individually. His was a pe- 
culiarly true and untarnished life. 
He was a man of quiet and sincere 
demeanor, though genial in the best 
sense of the word, and his manner 
and conversation distinguished him 
everywhere, at once, as one who be- 
lieved in and practiced hourly a reli- 
gion of love and purity. It is said 
by those who have known him longest 
and ‘best that no person has a mem- 
ory of an unbecoming display of 
anger or petulance on his part during 
his long residence here, either in his 
capacity as pastor or in his dealings 
with men. Of very few men indeed 
can as much be truly said. 

“At one time during the early part 
of his pastorate he received a very 
urgent call to a church in New York 
City, which was manifestly more ad- 
vantageous to him from any ground 
of consideration, but after weighing 
the matter carefully he decided that 


tion. In the course of his sermon 
he made the point that there was in 
the Christian experience a sort of 
| soul-transformation—seasons of tem- 
porary exaltation which contribute 
to the permanent enrichment of 
Christian character and life. He re- 
ferred (without naming) to the pastor 
of a church in the vicinity who 
seemed to him to be an example of a 
man who, having passed through 
these divine experiences, bore their 
impress on his face. It was very 
significant that his hearers at once 
recognized in his allusion a perfect 
likeness to the pastor of the Chris- 
tian church. 

“The funeral service was largely 
attended at the Brick church, Tues- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock. The au- 
ditorium and gallery were crowded, 
and numbers were obliged to remain 
in the lobby. The obsequies were 
very impressive. Rev. A. H. Mor- 








his duty lay in the humbler sphere, 
so he rémained at his post until 
relieved from duty. 

“Because of his beautiful traits of 
character his circle of friends was 
constantly widening, until it came to 
pass that in surrounding towns the 
young people preferred to have 
“Elder Kidder” join them in wed- 
lock, and he was often called upon to 
perform the last offices over the 
dead, when his thoughtful utterances 
and calm faith afforded strong hope 
and consolation to the afflicted 
friends. During his ministerial ca- 
reer he has married 1,210 couples and 
preached 2,458 funeral sermons. 

“In his home circle Mr. Kidder 
was the same quiet, sincere, and 
kindly person that he was elsewhere, 
and his family were devotedly at- 
tached to him. He found it always 
unnecessary to raise his voice to 
sternness in the correction of his 
children. It is not easy to realize 


what a loss his death is to the Chris- | 


tian church, and the community at 
large will feel it hardly less.

4: 7, ‘I have fought a good fight; I 
have finished my course; I have 
kept the faith.’ It was shown that 
the three divisions of the text formed 
a very concise and truthful summary 
of Mr. Kidder’s experience. The 
speaker said he had that day heard 
the query, ‘What can this church do 
without Elder Kidder? and the 
quick response was, in substance: 
‘We shall go on with the great work 
and build up the church, and lift 
high the banner of righteousness. 
If we do not thus we shall be remiss 
in our duties, and derelict in the per- 
formance of the injunctions which 
he nas for fifty years been laying 
upon us.” Rev. Mr. MeMillan fol- - 
lowed briefly with a fervent tribute 
to the noble personality and charac- 
ter of the man, and stated that in 
eulogizing some persons it was neces- 
sary to exercise discretion, but that 
in this case he believed there was no 
danger of exceeding the limit. Mr. 
Morrill offered prayer, and the serv- 
ices were closed by the singing of 
the hymn, ‘Rock of Ages, cleft for 
me.’ The sad company dispersed to 
their many homes in this and neigh- 
boring towns feeling that, as had 
been said in the sermon, they were 
all poorer for the loss which had fallen 
to them. 

“The interment was made in the 
family lot at River Street Cemetery. 
The bearers were Hon. Warren C. 
French, Dr. Henry Boynton, Mr. 
Charles English, Mr. Geo. W. Paul, 
Mr. J. Edward Montague, and Mr. 
Levi W. Carlton. The business 
places in the village were closed 
during the service.” 

Bro. Kidder’s life was a forceful 
argument for the excellency of the 
Gospel he professed and preached, 
and, I believe, will continue to exert 
a Christian influence upon his wide 
circle of acquaintances and friends 
for years to come. He had not an 
enemy in the world, and few men are 
more sincerely mourned than he is 
by a very large company of friends. 
The expressions of sympathy and 
love which came by telegram and 
mail were many and tender. A great 
-“ good man has fallen in our Is- 
rael. 

Bro. Morrow, of West Randolph, 
accompanied by Bro. Jackson, who 
was helping him in special meetings, 
came to the funeral, arriving after 
the services began, and leaving im- 
mediately at the close to take the 
train homeward. All the local pas- 
tors were present and took part in 
the services, save the Methodist pas- 
tor, who was obliged to be out of 
town. May the rich consolations of 


ithe Gospel cheer and comfort the 
hearts of the widow and sons, and all 
the sorrowing friends. ay the

Proceedings of the Executive 
Board of the American Chris- 
tian Convention. 


PHILADELPHIA, PA., 
April 26, 1892. 


The Executive Board of the A. C. C. 
met at the Secretary’s office at 11 A.M., 
pursuant to call; Rev. D. A. Long, D. 
D., in the chair. Prayer was offered 
by Rev. C. A. Beck. The roll was 
called, and all the members were found 
present, as follows: Rev. D. A. Long, 
D. D., LL.D.; Hon. F. A. Palmer; Rev. 
H. J. Duckworth; Rev. J. F. Burnett; 
Rev. Martyn Summerbell, D. D., Ph. D.; 
Rev. J. G. Bishop; Rev. J. J. Summer- 
bell. Rev. C. A. Beck-was invited to 
participate in the deliberations. 

The report of President Long was 
read as follows: 


To the Executive Committee A. C. C.: 

My Dear Brethren,—I am happy to 
greet you at this meeting at our Secre- 
tary’s office. The books have been so 
well kept, and the affairs of the Secre- 
tary’s office so well managed, that it 
will only require a short time for us to 
attend to all of the work devolving 
upon the Board at this session. 

The A. C. C. approved of the recom- 
mendation to build the church at Nor- 
folk, Va., and I recommend that we 
approve of the announcement of the 
Secretary in the American Christian to 
the brotherhood in regard to the Nor- 
folk church. 

I recommend that the offer to print 
for the Mission Board A. C. C. at cost 
any extra matter in the American 
Christian, be approved. 

I recommend that the American 
Christian be continued by the Secre- 
tary, and that he be requested to in- 
crease its circulation and enlarge its 
size, thereby enabling. it to be more 
and more useful to our people.

Board in session at Dayton, Ohio, May

O. H. Kellar was appointed to take 
the place of John Blood, resigned. 

Voluminous correspondence was 
then read by the Secretary . between 
himself and Rev. O. J. Hancock, of 
Maine, with reference to the work at 
Skowhegan and that district of coun- 
try. The subject was considered at 
length, and finally it was, by Rev. M. 
Summerbell, D. D., moved, that the 
missionary board be requested to send 
Rev. J. G. Bishop, Secretary of the 
Missionary Department, to take charge 
of the work at Skowhegan, and remain 
there until a permanent pastor is se- 
cured.

and published by J. J. Summerbell. 


The following resolution, offered by 
Rev. H. J. Duckworth, was adopted: 

Resolved, That Rev. J. J. Summer- 
bell, Secretary of the A. C. C., be au- 
thorized and requested to attend the 
general meeting of the Church of God 
at Harrisburg, Pa., in 1892. 

The Secretary of the Convention 
stated that he had been informed of 
the existence of a religious body in 
Holland, occupying very much the 
same ground as the Christians in the 
United States and Canada; and the 
matter, on motion of Rev. D. A. Long, 
D. D., was referred to Rev. Martyn 
Summerbell, D. D. 

The Secretary stated that he had 
been requested by the people in Texas 
to visit that section of country, with 
the view to assisting the Texas North- 
ern Conference, but did not feel justi- 
fied without special vote of the Execu- 
tive Board, on account of the expense, 
in taking any action. Dr. Long kindly 
offered to visit Texas, and it was voted 
that he be authorized to do so, at an 
expense to the Convention not to ex- 
ceed $40. ; 

The following report of the commit- 
tee appointed to audit the accounts 
and books of the Secretary of the Con- 
vention, was adopted: 


Your committee appointed to audit 
the books of the Secretary of the A. C, 
C., report that they have carefully ex- 
amined the books, reports, accounts, 
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etc., and find them correct; and rec- 
ommend that the report be adopted 
and the claims gllewen 

Committee—H. J. Duckworth, Mar- 
tyn Summerbell. 

Rev. Martyn Summerbell, D. D., 
Secretary of the Educational Depart- 
ment, reported as follows, and it was 
moved to adopt: 

Your Secretary of the Educational 
Department respectfully reports that 
this year he has issued the usual call 
for the educational collection, which 
has not yet been divided. He regrets 
to observe that, as hitherto, the re- 
turns from the churches under this 
call are less than for the other general 
collections. This discrimination 
against the educational collection your 
secretary attributes to the fact that the 
collection is general rather than special, 
and so fails to awaken the interest 


‘ which would naturally be aroused by 


an appeal for a definite object or insti- 
tution. 

During this year an —— has been 
received from the Rev. E. A. De Vore, 
of U. C. College, for assistance to the 
biblical chair of that institution. 

Regarding the work accomplished 
by U. C. College in assistance to minis- 
ters, a worthy one, your secretary 
would recommend in the division of 
the educational fund that $50 be first 
appropriated to the biblical chair of 
U. C. College, and that thereafter the 
fund be divided on the basis of the last 
appropriation, with the fst that 
Le Grand be given an apportionment 
of five shares. He would also recom- 
mend that the small sums coming in 
after the general division be appropri- 
ated to Franklinton Institute.

Your committee recommend that the 
Secretary of the Sunday-school Depart- 
ment collect statistics of all Sunday- 
schools once in four years, and report 
the same at the session of the Quad- 
rennial Convention. That he use the 
periodicals of the Church as vehicles 
through which to communicate matters 
as to the Sunday-school interest. That 
he represent Christian Sunday-schools 
in all Sunday-school institutes, or other 
Sunday-school conventions. That he 
publish in the HERALD OF GOSPEL 
LIBERTY notes on the Sunday-school 
lessons, oo that he use all means that 
in his j oe will promote our Sun- 
day-school work.

At this time Hon. F. A. Palmer was 
excused, in order to reach his train for 
New York; and the Secretary asked 
leave of absence to accompany him to 
the station.

Secretary, J. J. Summerbell, of 2120 
West Norris Street, Philadelphia, Pa. 


(The foregoing resolution pending, 
the Secretary returned from accom- 
panying Mr. Palmer to the train, and, 
learning the subject under considera- 
tion, moved to refer all the work of the 
Secretary of the Convention, except 
the recording of the minutes, as prior 
to the New Bedford Convention, to the 
Secretary of the Missionary Depart- 
ment. The President refused to enter- 
tain the motion, on the ground that 
changes of method must not be made, 
and asked the Secretary to hear the 
pending resolution. After consider- 
ation, the Secretary requested that his 
motion be adopted, saying that he felt 
very weary in heart and in purse, 
though he did not regret his work, 
feeling that he had done his duty; but 
now desired to be relieved. He in- 
sisted upon his motion. The Board 
unanimously refused to entertain the 
proposition. The Board asked the 
Secretary what would be his own plan 
for conducting the work, or continu- 
ing in the labor, and he stated, if there 
would be fifty men who would agree to 
make the December collection in their 
respective churches $20 each, he would 
continue his labor; whereupon most 
of the brethren present made pledges 
of that nature for themselves (Dr. Long 
paying $20 down as an individual); 
and they showed the Secretary that 
they thought fifty such men could be 
secured. The Board insisted that the 
Secretary’s motion be not entertained, 
and he yielded; and the foregoing 
resolution was adopted.) 

Voted, that the President and Secre- 
tary be authorized to borrow $300.

Miss C. Tena Pen- 
rod will also go at the same time, if 
the state of the treasury will permit. 

There are now about twenty-five 
young men and women in the schools 
of the Christians that are preparing 
themselves for Foreign Mission-work, 
if the way shall be open for them to 
go. The doors of the nations are now 
wide open—open to the ten hundred 
millions that know nothing of Jesus 
and the Christian’s hope and joy; and 
God is giving us the men and women 
to go. ill we send them? Will our 
people furnish the money to make it 
possible to send them? Here is our 
great duty.

ATONEMENT AGAIN. 

Iam not about to enter into this 
subject in a profound way at all, nor 
do I court controversy—lI shall simply 
quote another, for the benefit of my 
brethren who enjoy a materialistic 
view of the doctrine: 

“We had incurred the displeasure 
of God; his wrath was kindled, and 
he was burning with holy indigna- 
tion. What could quench that wrath ? 
All the waters of ten thousand oceans 
could not do it. Christ’s blood alone 
can do this! The Father quenched 
his flaming sword in this atoning 
blood. Oh, beloved! has this precious 
blood availed for you? You have 
only to believe in what he did 1,800 
years ago on Calvary; your soul will 
be cleansed, your debt to justice will 
be discharged, and your God will be 
reconciled to you. Christ’s righteous- 
ness will be imputed to you; you 
have nothing else to do,” etc., etc. 

“Oh, give a glance at his 
blood! See; oh, see it streaming 
from his tortured side! . . . Be- 
loved, see the hand that made the 
world and wielded heaven’s scepter, 
bleeds with the piercing nail.” 

This has the advantage of being 
orthodox, but its teaching libels God, 
and, logically followed, would lead to 
immorality.

ism unequaled on the wind-tossed seas 
or Sparta’s bloody battle-grounds. But 
principle, honor, courage, and religious 
convictions triumphed, and in the 
presence of the ‘‘princes,’”’ governors, 
captains, judges, treasurers, counsel- 
ors, sheriffs, rulers, people, and na- 
tions, they rose to the dignity of su- 
perior manhood and said, ‘‘We’ll die 
rather than compromise our con- 
sciences in this matter.’’ The king, not 
accustomed to having his orders dis- 
obeyed, at once became enraged, and 
ordered the furnace to be prepared. 
This was to the delight of the envious 
persons who sought the downfall of 
these rising young men, and no time 
or care was spared in the preparation 
of the furnace; and, when ready, these 
noble youths were gathered up in the 
arms of strong men, who carried them 
to the door of the furnace, through 
which came in such malignity the 
awful heat, that they fell down in a 
death-swoon. The king expected to 
see them vanish as dropsof water fall- 
ing into molten lava, but, to his sur- 
prise, they walk over the burning 
marl as peacefully as the maiden moves 
among the flowers; and, when the 
king looks into that seething, melting, 
suffocating héat; to his astonishment 
he sees four, and the ‘fourth is like 
the Son of God;’’ and when the king 
commands and they are brought out, 
‘not even the smell of fire is found 
upon their garments.’’ The lesson can 
be framed as follows: 

i. THE TEST. 

1. A test of their profession—they 
professed to be loyal to God and truth. 
2. A test of courage—they might refuse 
the king’s meat, but can they disobey 
the king’s command? It is one thing 
to hurrah for your flag, but quite an- 
other thing to march up to the belch- 
ing cannon’s mouth. 3. A test of 
principle—nothing to be gained, but 
everything to lose by refusal; even life 
was involved. Cowardice says, ‘‘Is it 
safe?’ Expediency says, ‘‘Is it politic?” 
Vanity says, ‘“‘Is it popular?’? Con- 
science says, ‘‘Is it right?’’ Then says 
principle, ‘‘Do it.” 

Il. THE RESULT.

Sunday School Lesson. 
BY J. F. BURNETT. 
LESSON FOR JUNE 5. 

Topic—The Fiery Furnace. Dan. 3: 13-25 

Golden Text—“When thou walkest 
through the fire thou shalt not be 
burned, neither shall the flame kindle 
upon thee.”” Isa. 43: 2. 

Nebuchadnezzar had been successful 
in war and honored in peace, and his 
heart grew proud and his life selfish. 
He no doubt wanted to perpetuate his 
memory or commemorate some notable 
event in his history. It may be that 
this was an attempt to establish a 
national religion with himself as the 
central figure. Whatever the motive 
was, he succeeded in erecting an image 
in the plain of Dura, modeled, no 
doubt, after the image he saw in his 
dream, and this in a measure accounts 
for it not being designed after the 
image of a god. It represents a world 
power rather than a religious power. 
Now, to bow to this in obedience to 
the decree of the king, though not per- 
haps direct idolatry, would express 
reverence for the god of the land, and 
these conscientious Jews could not do 
this, hence their refusal, and the sub- 
sequent rage and decision of the king. 

The heated furnace that belched 
forth a sea of flame was quite a test of 
character to men in their circum- 
stances. They were in a strange land, 
alone and unsupported among an 
idolatrous people, and before a despot 
whose merest whim was the will of his 
ignorant and cowardly people. If they 
stand they must stand alone, and if 
they perish they will be unmourned. 
The most formidable temptations as- 
sailed them. The most flattering prom- 
ises of exaltation had been given them, 
and the most awful death seemed to 
await them. 

































ANTIOCH COLLEGE. 

The present endowment of this in- 
stitution is gradually increasing, and 
is being safely and profitably invest- 
ed. The trustees pay all insurance, 
all taxes, and turn over to the Uhris- 
tian Educational Society, every 
year, all remaining interest from the 
endowment for the purpose of carry- 
ing on the work at the college. A\l- 
though the endowment is surrounded 
by conditions that it must be held by 
a close corporation, and can never be- 
come the property of any church or 
denomination, the Christians, through 
the Christian Educational Society, 
have had, now have, and may con- 
tinue to have for all time, the benefit 
of this fund, and the election of every 
member of the faculty, and the man- 
agement of the students, as completely 
as if it were deeded in fee simple to 
the Christian denomination. At the 
re-opening, nearly ten years ago, 
many repairs were made; it would 
require several thousand dollars to 
make the repairs which are yet need- 
ed.

CHAPTER XV. 


Following our little army of 2,300! 
fighting men, there were about 500) 
women and children, giving a grand 
total of 2,800 souls. 

On New Year’s Day, 1876, the explor- 
ing army filed out from under the 
plantain shades of Kawanga, each de- 
tachment under the flag of its respect- 
ive leader, and each known by the 
particular style of music adopted by 
the great chief to whom it owed 
martial service. Thus Sambuzi’s own | 
force could be distinguished at a great 
distance by a peculiar strain, which, as 
the Waganda explained, announced 
“Mta-tusa, Mta-tusa is coming!’ or, 
“The Spoiler, the Spoiler is coming!”’ 

On emerging from under the shelter 
of our plantain-embowered camp, we 
were drawn up in a long line along the 
narrow road, and at sunrise the great 
drum of Sambuzi gave the signal for 
the march. Early on the 2d we crossed 
the Nabwari river, and entered hostile 
Unyoro, and, undisturbed, made a 
march of ten miles, occupying at the 
end of it, several villages. 

While in Uganda, bananas formed 
our principal food—and very good, 
wholesome, and digestible they proved. 
Throughout Unyoro our diet consisted 
of sweet-potatoes and salt, varied with | 
such other vegetables as foraging | 
could obtain. It wasan amusing scene 
to see the haste with which the several 
detachments rushed about to dig up 
their rations. It appeared, at first 
glance, as if we had brought the ex- 
ploring army to re-cultivate Unyoro, | 
so thickly strewn and so busy were the 
diggers over the village field. 

In the meantime, our advance was 
unchecked. Sambuzi drew from this | 
sinister auguries. ‘“‘The Wanyoro,”’ 
said he, ‘‘must be mustering elsewhere | 
to oppose us; for usually, when we) 
make a raid on this country, the natives 
hail us from the hilltops to learn the | 
motive of our coming; but now the| 
country is all silent and deserted—not | 
one native can be seen.”’ 

On February 19th the drums sounded | 
for the march two hours before sun- | 
rise, for we had a long journey before | 
us, and Uzimbi—the country of Chief! 
Ruigi—was to be entered on this day. | 
Soon after noon the main column ar- | 
rived at the center of a dip in the| 
Uzimba ridge, 5,600 feet above the sea, 
whence, far below us, we viewed the} 
fields, gardens, and villages of the| 
populous country of King Ruigi. But'! 
the sudden advance of the vadguard | 
amongst the surprised natives, with | 
banners flying and drums beating, had 
depopulated for a time the fair, smiling 
country, and left a clear, open road for 
the main body. At night, however, 
the great war-drum of General Sam- 
buzi revealed, far and wide, the char- 
acter of the force, and announced that 
the Waganda were amongst them. 

A council of all the chiefs and lead- 
ers of our expedition was held the 
next day, at which it was resolved to 
send out that night two hundred men 
to capture a few prisoners, through 
whom we could communicate our in- 
tentions to Ruigi. As the lake was 
only four miles distant, it became nec- 
essary to know how we were regarded 





by the natives, and whether we might « 


expect peaceful possession of a camp 
for a month or so. 

Some ten prisoners were captured, 
and, after receiving gifts of cloth and 
beads, were released, to convey the 
news to their respective chiefs, that 


the Waganda had brought a white 
man, who wishediito see the lake, and

—Congregationalism in the United 
States made a gain of 18,261 mem- 
bers the past year, and now hasa 
total membership of 525,093. 

—Siam, one of the last nations to 
welcome the missionaries, has now 
accorded entire freedom of worship.

—The seats of the general confer- 
ence of the M. E. church were drawn 
by lot, and it so happened that the 
seat which was regarded as the best 
of all fell to a colored delegate. 

—The Southern Baptists have 17,- 
416 churches, but only 8,862 Sabbath- 
schools. While their church mem- 
bership is 1,129,942, their Sabbath- 
school membership is only 440,262—a 
strange disparity. 

—The Baptists made a grand rec- 
ord for themselves during 1891 in the 
United States. They had 160,247 
baptisms, or an average of 439 per 
day. The present number of Regular 
Baptists in the United States, by 
last report, is 3,393,118.

—In the so-called Midway Plais- 
ance, a part of the fair grounds 
proper, but outside of Jackson Park, 
the directors had contracted valuable 
space to parties for the sale of intoxi- 
cants. The attorney for the World’s 
Fair has informed the directors that 
the prohibitory enactments of Hyde 
Park invalidate their contracts. 
Jackson Park is not within Hyde 
Park territory. 


—We can not possibly publish 
obituary poems, and we kindly ask 
our friends not to send them. Reso- 
lutions, except of ministers, should 
not be sent. We are being flooded 
with such matter, and after June 9th 
we shall publish no more matter of 
such a nature. Resolutions should 
go to local papers. Please do not 
send them. The obituary alone is 
enough. 

—By a late law of the Obio Legis- 
lature saloons were inhibited within 
a space of one mile from the grounds 
of the National Home in this city. 
The result is, the saloons are pour- 
ing into the town to the great sorrow 
of the people. We see no advantage 







whatever in the law. More than 
one-half the drunkenness we have 
seen in this city for the past six 
years has been in the veterans of the 
National Home. 


—Mr. Edwards, the negro lecturer 
against infidelity, in England, allows 
one-half hour for discussion follow- 
ing each lecture. In response to 
the statement of an atheist, that 
Christianity was dying as a religion, 
though it was dying hard, two thou- 
sand people instantly arose and 
sang, “All hail the power of Jesus’ 
name.” That was a noble response. 
All the writings of infidelity for the 
ages have not so thrilled the heart or 
so elevated the spirits of men as that 
one hymn. Infidelity is mere nega- 
tion. It has no good works to boast 
of. Like a worm at a tree root, it 
blasts and destroys, and can only 
say, “See the ruin I have wrought.” 





THE MEN OF ’61. 

This Nation can not forget its he- 
roes of 61, no more than she can 
bury from her grateful memory the 
heroes of 76. It is true that the 
expressed devotion to these men of 
’61 is chiefly in the North, while the 
men of ’76 are alike honored North 
and South. But the men of the 
South should also honor the heroes 
of *61 even as they honor the heroes 
of ’76. Their share in the restored 
Union to-day is equal to that of the 
North, and, moreover, loyalty to the 
Nation and pride of the Union, it is 
claimed, is now just as general in the 
South as in the North. 

We accept this protestation of loy- 
alty to the flag as genuine and sin- 
cere. We do not doubt the fidelity 
of the South. We believe they love 
the American flag to-day, for they say 
they do. Moreover, we believe that 
if the flag were insulted by a foreign 
foe, indignation would fire the South- 
ern heart as completely as the North- 
ern heart. The sons of the men that 
fired on Sumter would to-day bear 
arms and draw sabres, shoulder to 
shoulder with the sons of the men who 
fired from Fort Sumter, in defense of 
the Red, White, and Blue banner of 
the Nation, if it were assailed. 

We have not tested this matter as 
yet by actual experience, it is true, 
but we do not need to do so. Doubt 
of the fact does not exist, and evi- 
dence of the fact is therefore not 
wanted. The men of the South and 
the men of the North are brothers 
to-day in the best sense of the word. 
The great national heart is beating as 
one, from the Gulf to the Lakes, and 
from the Ocean east to the Ocean west. 
Let nothing be said or done to mar 
the harmony of this heartbeat, or to 
disturb the spirit of returned fellow- 
ship. 

We must put up with some objec- 
tionable things, patiently. We must 
let human nature have its course. 
The dead of Southern battle-fields 
sleep in the hearts of the South as 
heroes. Let them rest undisturbed 
in their graves of affection. They 
went out, ten to one, in obedience to 
a sense of duty, and another ten to 


‘ 


one of Northern men, had they lived 
in the South under similar circum- 
stances, would have done the same. 

This does not mean that in our 
judgment they were right, or that 
their cause was just. They thought 
they were right; they felt that their 
cause was just. We can not doubt 
these convictions, and there is 
no use in questioning the sincerity of 
them. Noble men, heroic sons, 
fathers and brothers, engaged in a 
cause at once wrong in the sight of 
God and disastrous to the highest 
hopes of man. This is our judg- 
ment of the matter, honestly and em- 
phatically expressed. 

But we have at this day and dis-. 
tance, no disposition to condemn with 
bitter hate the men that fought, nor 
even to deny them place as heroes on 
the field of fame. Let the South 
think of their dead as heroes; let 
them love them in memory, as obedi- 
ent sons of the state. That need not 
harm us, while it will comfort them. 
They fought well, fell valiantly, and 
we honor their heroism, while not 
questioning their sincerity nor justi- 
fying their course. 

The cause of the Southland was 
lost, and while for the hour there was 
keenest regret among multitudes that 
fought, time has wrought changes, 
and the sober, better men of this 
day feel and say that the verdict ren- 
dered was both just and best. Satis- 
faction as to the result is not absolute 
and invariable in the South, but it is 
general and emphatic. The old Union 
is loved again, and a million men in 
the former Confederacy would fling 
themselves, in an emergency, upon 
the altar of the Nation for its de- 
fense. 

If, therefore, the Union is loved 
throughout the Land, and the dear old 
banner has emphatic and universal 
respect, why should not all join in 
grateful admiration of the men of 
°61, who saved the Union with their 


swords and sealed and cemented the - 


stones thereof anew with their blood. 
In a generation more, we believe this 
will be possible, and that in a more 
distant future the men of °76 and 
the men of *61 will be alike honored 
in all parts of our Nation. 


Let the Confederate dead be buried 
again each year under fresh flowers of 
affectionate remembrance. They were 
sons and fathers, they were brothers 
and husbands, and in these dearest of 
all relationships they lie in death and 
receive honor. It isthe broken heart 
of kinship that mourns them; it is the 
family that goes forth with fresh tears 
to their graves. Their Memorial Day 
is not the mourning of the Nation. 
The South asks not a Federal recog- 
nition of their dead as heroes of the 
state. The brave man will not mock 
their tears, nor wither the flowers 
they strow. Standing among them, 
who would not weep also? and who 
would withhold flowers from such 
sacred altars ? 

The men of the North who went 
forth under the banner of the Na- 
tion were heroes as grand as the 
world ever saw, and they battled for 
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a@ cause as just as ever commended 
itself to the heart. They were not 
only heroic, but they were right. 
They fought, bled, died for the Na- 
tion, its flag, its liberties, its Consti- 
tution, and the highest interests of 
a uhiversal humanity. 

As Jesus washed the stain of sin 
from the human heart with his blood, 
so they washed tht stain of the sin of 
all sins from the Nation’s heart with 
their blood. If any nation ever 
justly honored its defenders, surely 
the American Nation should pro- 
foundly and devoutly honor the men 
who saved intact the greatest and 
grandest Republic the world has ever 
seen. We can not bless, with pro- 
priety, the men of ’76, except as we 
bless the men of *61. The cause for 
which they fought was one and the 
same, and their blood commingled in 
cementing the stones of the Union 
and in consecrating the one flag that 
waves over that Union. 

Let the whole Nation hail its he- 
roes of ’61.

Having suggested as methods of 
help prompt payments, prompt and 
habitual attendance on all reasonable 
occasions and speaking well of them 
to non-attendants, I now suggest 
speaking WELL TO YOUR PASTORS. 

After some years’ observation I 
have come to the conclusion that 
pastors, in nature, are much like 
other men, being subject “to like 
passions.” 

But, in saying this, I bear in mind 
that there is as great diversity of 
passions as of gifts. Yet, in all this 
diversity it will be pleasant to them 
all to be pleasantly addressed. 

Under all the rough exterior there 
is, probably, as much conscience in 
the ministry as in any other class of 
men. This purity of purpose is ear- 
nestly seeking after the best things 
and methods for their people. True, 
there are supposed to be a few wolves 
among them, but, as a whole, they 
excel. Many times they fear and 
tremble as they venture to act, lest 
they do more harm than good. Es- 
pecially are they perplexed as to how 
their hearers will utilize their earnest 
labors. They feel that their work is 
aside from all others, and they are 
lonely in their labors. Many times 
they are ready to faint—to be down- 
cast and discouraged. They listen 
for some cheering voice—something 
as an omen of what they should do. 
This is specially true of the more 
conscientious. 

Just here is where good speaking 
to them comes in. How cheering to 
have a brother or sister of the 
church say that the sermon was good, 
or they had been fed. 

In this way the churches can lift 
many a cloud from their pastors. 
their ministers give poor sermons— 
that is,so they think—they are about 


sure to tell them what they think of
